A class lias heen 
formed which meets, under the able 
direction of Miss Harvey, on Wednes- 
day afternoons at four o'clock. Al- 
though the followers of this noffle 
art aro as yet. few in number, very- 
keen Interest has been shown, and it. 
it to he hoped that this faxu tutting 
nporl, which is a very excellent form 
of exercise, will take ils rightful 
place in women's athletics. 

Pej-haps a short account of the his- 
tory of fencing would bo of some in 
terost. The art, as wo' know it lo 
day, began lo bo practised during the 
J KUi Century, when, on the abandon- 
ment of Ih'fl Medieval wager of battle, 
I ho practice of private duelling look 
an assured fooling In war- 1 1 Ice society. 
The gentleman of that period in order 
lo avenge an insult and lit himself 
lo meet an aristocratic, obligation 
had to appeal for Instruction to a 
plebian class of adopta, who for cen- 
turies had cultivated ihelr skill in the 
i|so of armed weapons. These early 
masters of tho fnnoo first laughl 
valuable if scarcely gentlemanly dod- 
ges for overcoming tin adversary, but 
later when the private duelling and 
cavalier ipiarrolsomonnsH amounted to 
something akin lo mania, the fencing 
muster became a model ol gallant de- 
portment and in many cases even a 
recognised arbiter in mailers of hon- 
our. As tho nature of Hie fencing- 
mauler changed so did Ihn weapon 
used, Hie rapier displacing the ancient 
and unwieldy sword and being in 'Mini 
replaced by the dainty, slender court 
sword of France, In which country 
perhaps Hie ait reached lis highest 
development . 

It became, if anything-, more dead- 
ly then I he obi ail of .fencing, mid, the 
essence of the play being II j millennial 
of wrist, required iiulcknesti of mind 
rather than muscular vigour.

INCONSISTENCY 

Educated Men Still Confirm 
to Opinion» of Mass 





The savants ol tlir past anil a mu- 
jorlty of those now living concern 
themselves with acquiring and cat- 
aloging knowledge. They no donbi 
ndd to the world's fund -of information 
about itself, but of what value is the 
inform.-itior, if it isn't used? To me 
knowledge merely for the sake of 
knowledge is hollow. 1 have hoard a 
mijn say that if ho wore shown a but- 
ton, the pressing of which would 
place hint in possession of all the 
knowledge which it is possible to ac; 
quire in tins world, but only on con- 
dition that he should use none of. it 
cither to cuido his life or for an- 
other purpose, he would turn away for 
fear of pressing it. nut most people 
can go through a university coups* 
and remain as they were before, sold 
citizens voting the Republican ticket, 
"believing, or professing to believe, in 
the God of the old testament, and in 
the tT. S. Army. And incidentally 
while retaining sound confidence in 
those two institutions their minds are 
so facile as to be able to embrace 
Christianity as well. 

Several years ago a hook appeared 
which struck what should have been 
a powerful blew at the military sys- 
tem. It was called crude and revolt- 
ing, but It had an undeniable atmos- 
phere of truth about it. That hook 
wa.s Three Soldiers, by .lohn Don Pas- 
ses. JVhether or not it is s^d litera- 
ture is aside from the question- It 
was a. work which required an answer, 
and it 1ms. net been answered. But 
the military system is as strong as 
ever, and nowhere stronger than in the 
colleges, where young university stu- 
dents are enthusiastically training for 
more war. The absurdity of the sys- 
tem is apparent to the person who an- 
alyzes h and who. like Don Passes, 
reacts against the machine-like inhu- 
manity of thr army, and the crushing 
of individuality and the finer feelings 
there. Even the brutality of military 
nomenclature is revolting to the per- 
son who is sensitive to it. Only ruch 
a. person, however, reasons out the 
basic folly of the whole scheme upon 
which modem life rests and maintains 
itself. Alfred Noyes wrote the Win? 
Preps hut who reads it? Too effective 
an"- antidote is it for war'.' It is like 
casting a snowball into a raging fire 
in an attempt to quench it. The great 
mass of humanity goes on as it has 
always gone, and when the occasion 
arises nations will fly at each other's 
throats as fiercely as se.vage ever as- 
sailed savage. u,nd just as unrcason- 
ingly. It is not a reasonable world; it 
is a world of prejudices and passions, 
and it will prate or its patriotisms in 
the future as it has in the past; us if 
each political unit had a monopoly on 
that virtue. And always he who at- 
tepts to me rational to keep tils head 
and see the other fellow's viewpoint 
will be frowned upon 38 dangerous 
toi the common welfare. 

So it goes with every thing. What 
those in control dp not want to hear 
or to be heard is censored; Graocum 
est non logitur. The rebollious ones 
heat their verbal wings among the 
cage of convention. They attract at- 
tention but they rfJo not escape. Is it 
any wonder that, we have at literature 
of despair? What good is to edu- 
cate a man if he must still conform 
to the opinions and ideals of the mass? 
In England some time ago Dr. Temple 
a ciorgyman of the Church of England, 
replied as follows to a protest from 
the Bishop of London against his part 
in a certain "Essays and Reviews." 
"To tell a man to study, and yet bid 
him under heavy penalties to corne to 
the same conclusion with those who 
have not studied is to mock him." But 
there is the problem of tile intellectual 
versus l he world he Iivc3 in.

PHYSICIST TALKS 
ON ALPHA RAYS 

Dr. E. S. Biclcr Addresses 
Physical Society — Film 
Shown 



"The pet) tiering "f Alpha Particles 
by licltt atoms", wan the strbjeci of 
|Mr. (5, H. rtleler's tiddrcss lo the 
members of the fhyslral Society, y»» B . 
Icrtliiy nfternoon at five o'clock, In 
I he lecture room of the MncdorinJd 
Physic* Building: 

Dr. fle|er stdrtfl Ills lecture by 
showing slides of the alpha, bet.') and 
KiinlniH rays. He showed a drawing 
or these rays prptliiced from helium 
In which the alpha and hrta. rays 
curve,) in Ibe lert. and right, re'spec- 
ilvely while Hm camma rays avrendi'd 
almosl perpendicularly. He explain- 
ed that t.lm fact Unit alpha and belli 
rays contain positive and negative 
cluirgen or electricity, accounts ror 
their bending away rrran each oilier. 
Home very good actual photographs 
t>f the alpha rays were next shown 
which excited considerable interest. 
Dr. Illeler then went Into the earlier 
discoveries nf ftntherford nnd showed 
some sllden Indicating the speed çvf 
I hn alpha particle?. This ended the 
slides for the time being. . .... 

He showed by, what he called a 
"simple mechanical experiment" the 
effect, that, the particle has rin striking 
an electron. Tbla experiment con- 
sisted of two balls hung close to- 
gether. The ball represent Ins? the 
alpha, particle was much larger than 
Iho one representing the electron. 
Ho pulled the larger ball back a.nd 
let' It. go. When It hit the smn.ller 
one. It continued on Its way -without 
tiny change. In direction while the 
smaller one went off nearly at right 
angles. This he explained Is exact- 
ly what ha.ppens when an alpha par- 
ticle strikes an electron. 

Dr. Bleler showed by drawings on 
tho black-hoard how the alpha par- 
ticles enter a block of a certain thick- 
ness and how some of these are de- 
flected while others continue In the 
same path. 

In 1920, he said. Chadwlrk repeated 
some experiments to compuxe the 
number of particles in the beam to 
the number that are scattered. He 
performed these experiments tor g-old 
and silver. 

Dr. BiePi- stated that he himself 
had performed some similar experi- 
ments with carbon, aluminium, and 
ma.'gncsuim; and found that results 

: the last two mentioned were ex- 
actly the same. 

More slides were shown of the 
tterlng of the alpha particles -in 
liellum and also a number of dla. 
grams of these pa.rticies Some very 
Interesting pictures, of his apparatus 
nnd the changes he had to make in it 
during the course of Ms experiments 
were nest seen. 

Graphs of his results with mag- 
nesium and aluminium wero also 
shown . 

• i'he meeting wqs then opened for 
•-Mission and several questions were 
usk:ed on tho. subject.. 

The film of the ice-breaJcer, the 
Lady Grey, was then put on. This 
was kept over from the last meeting 
of tho Society, -when Dr. Barnes 
spoke on Ice and its prevention. The 
film showed the Lady Grey breaking

e»edCd by Hon. M. Gadboury, one of 
the most, forceful and popular mem- 
bers of the Constitutional Party. 
The new Leader has "rio'f disclosed his 
att.ll.tide on the embargo, and his 
pronouncement Is waited with the 
keenest interest. 

To add to the uncertainty, a Labour 
Party, tinder Mr. Kanffman, of Law. 
has declared Its Intention of challeng- 
ing both Government and Opposition. 
Its policy and probable strength are 
shrouded In mystery, but ' its appear- 
ance has caused snm«i anxiety .i.monsr 
othodox politicians of the old parties. 
The. Liberals "strongly deprecate any 
Intrusion Into our politics of Inespon- 
slhle or . unstable element?," but. 
promise "sympathetic consideration'*! 
of Labour's alms. Rumours of a 
Liberal-Labour alliance are discount- 
ed in" reliable ^barters, where em- 
Pha-ils" la laid oil the fact ..that the 
Opposition seems certain to lose 
hejvlly to the cross-benchers. 

Vital natural resources are at. stake, 
and all parties are ma.king strenuous 
c.fforta to capture popular support. 
At present the outcome, of t.he strug- 
gle hanss in the balance, but the poli- 
tical atmosphere is charged, with 
dramatic possibilities.

Indiana University students, in the 
opinion of somo of the instructors, do 
not ha.vo an extensive background of 
reading. During tiiclr four-years of- 
college, students have little time, for 
reading anything clao except lot'ea - - 
nttco books and what few standard 
books arc. required, it was pointed 
out.

Since tho student bus no time' during 
his college course to read, a courao 
which would consist entirely" of read- 
ing was suggested by one professor. 
In such a course, ho wild, extensive 
reading would bo roqulrod. The stu- 
dent would bo lostod on the subject 
mutter Instead of 'on analysis of. plot, 
style and diction, as at present in lltor- 
nturo courses. Tho danger, however, 
ho pointed out, Is that such a course 
mlg^t become a "snap couruo." 

Students and faculty both agme 
Ihal under tho modern system of edu- 
cation,' tl)«re is too lttt|o time for 
recreational reading, It was revealed 
through ti sortes of Interviews.

his team come out on top, but. a. 'pro.' 
is no more anxious to have his team 
win than any amateur eoach should 
he— so why should he stoop any more 
than the other?" 

"The question :s a big one and can 
be surveyed from many anulcs. hut as 
far as I can 3ee, professional coachim 
need not. professionalize sporr. at any 
university. If really first-class 
amateur coaching cannot ho had. I 
see no harm in a. 'pro-'" 

Dr. Maef-'nald'a opinion Is worth 
a great dea md as one of the. Moguls 
of amateur sport in the country, his 
opinions are based on a long and 
close association with athletics in Can- 
ada a,s a. whole. A3 Headmasti-r of St 
Andrew's College, he has turned out 
such players for the Intercollegiate 
Union as "Pep" Paisley, "Dud" Ross, 
and Lome Montgomory. all ex-cap- 
tains of McGill, and Varsity has had 
Rolph, Stirrett. Taylor. Earle, . ami 
Ramsey in recent years. Ha is Vice- 
chairman of the Board of Governors, 
and a graduate of t.he University, and 
his interest in his Alma Mater has 
never waned, and when the discussion' 
comes tip, as it undoubtedly will, Dr. 
MacDonald certainly should bo heard 
on the subject, as hiH- views will be 
worth while and ip the interests of 
sport at the University...
